ers It was inserted in The Con­ 
gressional

though dated Monday, Aug. 2, 


was not available, as is the cus­ 
tom. to readers at the Capitol 
or elsewhere until the next day. 
So on Tuesday morning, Aug. 
3, members of the House were 
given their copies of The Rec­ 
ord which contained the confer­ 
ence report. The voting on the 
bill by the House took place in 
the early afternoon of that day. 
The House disposed of the bill 
that same day after only 53 min­ 
utes ot actual deoate. and tne 
Senate put it through with less 
than a half hour of debate on 
Wednesday, Aug. 4. 
Now. the real question is: 
How 
many members of 
the 
House of 
Representatives or 
the Senate actually read the 
measure1 The conference re­ 
port included many important 
changes. There were sections 
which were contrary to deci­ 
sions on constitutional questions 
in the past but the measure 
was rushed through. 
If a confidential poll of the 
members of both houses could 
have been obtained, it would 
probably have shown that few 
members did read the final bill 
before they voted on the pro­ 
posed law. 


CONSTITUTIONAL 
govern­ 
ment can certainly not be made 
effective if members of Con­ 
gress do not read the laws they 
are passing. To besure .some 
of the principles contained in 
the measure were previously 
the subject of debate, but the 
responsibility of each member 
of the House and Senate is to 
read the final text of every 
measure up for passage. 
The Senate-House Conference 
Committee used 
considerable 
latitude in rephrasing the lan­ 
guage ot the bill Some of it is 
unprecedented. 
It's an extraordinarily com­ 
plex measure, and the members 
should have been given more 
time for proper consideration on 
such an important law but the 
record dot's not show that any­ 
body objected to the hasty way 
the final conference report was 
handled 
0 
The Chicago Tribune m an ed­ 
itorial pointed out some of the 
significant aspects of the new 
law as follows: 
"The act is designed bo end 


discrimination against Negroes 
in certain states. . . . The law 
does not apply at al l to Illi­ 
nois, where there are no lit­ 
eracy qualifications for voting 
and where more than 50 per 
cent of the people voted in 
1964. Illiterates not only are per. 
mitted to vote in Illinois, but 
are encouraged and bribed to 
do so in many Chicago wards.
